A general report by the Engineer 
comparing the cost of wood-paring 
with macadam is read, and ordered for 
pablication

1 am asked to report on the estimated 
cost of wood and macadam for road- 
making under local conditions, with 
special reference to maximam , and 
minimum estimated life, and also to 
le information with 
phalt or patent pavings 
which might be of servies. 

Hardwood Blocks laid on cement 
concrete foundation. — The tramway 
tracks on The Bund and Nanking Road 
were Inid with Jarrah blocks in 1906, 
and although we have had some com. 
plaints about their being greasy at 
times, there have not been so many 
ince arrangements were made for 
periodical sanding. 

I do not think that the paving of the 
tramway tracks slone gives the system 












fair trial ap the traffic, particalarly 
the riceha traffic, ie driven more 
‘or lees into certain lines instead of 





being dittributed over the surface of 
the road. Then again, the row of stone 
setts between the wood-paving and 
macadam causes holes to form in the 
adjoining macadam, which gives the 
road a very untidy appearance, With 
wood-paving the cross fall of the road 
can be made considerably lees than of 
macadam, which tends to make traffic, 
particalarly that of motors, sealer, 
Labour required for street watering and 
scavenging is considerably less and 
dust is reduced almost to a minimum, 

Perhaps one point which should oarry 
considerable weight is that the sides of 
the roads would not be periodically 
obstructed for remetalling. 


As regards cost, the following prices 
sare based upon actoal work done by oar 
‘own workmen at the janotion of Naoking 
and Chekiang Roads, in March and 
April 1908, the excavating and carting 
away being done by sub-contractor.
